3. In order to get foreign exchange to buy needed materials, the Chinese 
Communist Foreign Trade Bureau of Kwangtung Province was selling rice on 
the Maeac and Hong Kong markets in July and Ausust 1950. This rice was 
collected as tax in kind during the summer. Cn 9 and 10 August the Chinese 
Sormanists shinved 7,300 bags of rice (266 ibs. ver bag) to Hong Keng and 
aold them at HK $80 per bag.

3. According te an order is7ued by the Financial and Seonoriec Comittee of the 
Sentral ani South China Rezion to the Foreign Trade Bureau of FKwangtung 
Province, the proceeds of these rice sasles will be allocated to various 
¥veliable immort merchants to buy sunmlies needed by the Chinese Com unists. 


4, The price of frod stuffs in Kwangtung Province is strictly controlled by 
the Go-runists. Because of the summer hervest, orices are generally 
decreasing. 


5, The South China branch office of the Financial and Teonnmic Committee of the 
Central and South China Region igsued the folloving directions to district 
governrents on 20 July3 ; 


a. A buying program should: be systeratically executed under the unified 
corrand of the Provincial Food Stuff Gormany. 


5. Food stuffs should be collected first in districts where the trices are 
lower than the official orice. 


@. Inorder to eliminate -iddlerea, district governnents should surchase 
directly from farmers or locel governrents, and lecal converative stores 
should do the -mrchasing for provincial, aovernrents.
